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Development permits slow in 2010

The value of develop¬ 
ment permits shot down;)() 
per rent in 12010 compared 
to previous years.

“Last year I would have 
predicted we were heading 
into a slump," said manag¬ 
er of planning and infra¬ 
structure Brittany 

Wickham, who wasn’t over¬ 


ly surprised to see the num¬ 
bers go down. 

She said the economy 
was one of many factors 
that contributed to the 
slowdown and the number 
of lots available for pur¬ 
chase was also down last 
year. 

There was $3,805,000 
spent on residential per¬ 
mits, down from 
$12,569,480. 

“We are looking this year 
to see if developers will 
open more areas," she said, 
adding that the town is in 
the final review stages of a 
residential area structure 
plan and said there are a 


few more in the works. 

Wickham said other 
plans for this year include 
continuing to increase 
commercial and industrial 
numbers that stayed rela¬ 
tively steady from last year. 
Seven commercial permits 
were taken out last year up 
from four, and nine indus¬ 
trial permits, down from 
14. 

Overall $1,038,500 was 
spent on industrial and 
commercial, from 

$1,162,000. 

One focus for the town 
includes selling 46 acres of 
land near Highway 582 and 
the railroad, owned by 


Canadian Mineral Inc., a 
company from the States 
that was going to start up 
here but didn’t. 

“The main focus is get¬ 
ting the land online and 
finding someone to buy it," 
said Wickham, hoping from 
there, developers will 
come into the area. 

Another determining fac¬ 
tor for this year could be 
affected by council’s deci¬ 
sion with off site levies. 

Developers faced a slow 
year last year and were sur¬ 
prised when they heard off¬ 
site levies could be hiked - 
something they told the 
Review in August would 


kill their business during 
the economic slump. 

In August the town pro¬ 
posed hiking offsite levies 
from $17,000 an acre to 
almost $40,000 - a change 
opposed by developers. 

“If times are good and 
houses are selling and mov¬ 
ing - developers aren’t as 
concerned. When things 
are quiet and you add an 
additional cost with off-site 
levies their concern is it 
will stay quiet and stay 
dead," said Mayor Brian 
Wittal, who sat down with 
about nine developers 
before Christmas to hear 
their concerns. He said a 


committee with two or 
three representatives for 
developers and for the 
town has been created to 
try and strike a balance. 

“We can’t keep putting 
tax dollars into new infra¬ 
structure,” he said, hoping 
to work something out and 
suggesting slowly increas¬ 
ing the levies could be a 
possibility. 

He said they'll be sitting 
down again this month 
and hopes to have some¬ 
thing figured out by the 
summer. 

“It’s hard to say though. 
We could be miles apart on 
both ends." 


Accused Sundre killer granted bail

A Sundre-area woman 
charged with second-degree 
murder after her husband 
was shot dead in the family 
home last month has been 
granted $25,006 bail. 

Heather Wilson Duncan, 
60, had her bail hearing 
before Justice Sandy Park 
in Calgary Court of Queen’s 
Bench on Thursday. 

Responding to a 911 call 
placed by the accused, 
police found Barry 
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Alexander Duncan, 68, dead 
in the couple’s home, south 
of Bergen, on Dec. 10. 
Heather Duncan was arrest¬ 
ed at the scene and 
charged the next day. 

During last week’s bail 
hearing, assigned Crown 
prosecutor Doug Simpson 
reportedly told Justice 
Park that the 911 call 
establishes the accused as 
the shooter. 

“The accused said (dur¬ 
ing the 911 call) ‘I killed 
him, 1 killed him, he said 
pull the trigger and I did’," 
said Simpson, noting that 
the cause of death was a 
shotgun blast to the 
head. 

Court also heard that 
alcohol was a factor in the 
shooting. 

As part of her release 
conditions, Duncan must 
report to RCMP once a 


week, follow a nighttime 
curfew, mid not possess 
alcohol or non-prescrip¬ 
tion drugs. 

A closed gate with a ‘no 
trespassing’ sign blocked 
the driveway in front of 
Duncan’s home Friday. 

A neighbour, who asked 
not to be named, said he 
bail met both Heather and 
Barry Duncan on numer¬ 
ous occasions over the 
past five years. He called 
them “friendly and quiet." 

“We were shocked to 
hear what had happened,” 
he said Friday. 

“It was something we 
never would have expect¬ 
ed. They were never a 
problem and we met them 
several times.” 

Duncan is scheduled to 
be in Didsbury provincial 
court on Feb. 24 for 
plea.

“Any time you’re sent a 
large amount of money 
upfront - be cautious, 
make sure your cheque 
goes through before you go 
ahead. If it looks too good 
to be true, chances are it 
is,” warns Sgt. Jeff 
Jacobson. 

He said typically in this 
type of situation, the scam 
artist will get more than 


one person winng money 

over. 

If even 10 people fall for 
the scam, it’s $10,000 for 
the criminal. 

“It’s a very lucrative scam 
that they’re attempting to 
do. The majority is done 
over borders and jurisdic¬ 
tions which makes it hard 
to prosecute or for money 
to ever be retrieved,” he 
said. 

In Wagner’s case, the 
bank flagged the activity as 


suspicious after the third 
transfer so Wagner never 
lost any money. 

Wagner remembers 

telling someone she knew 
about the job who ques¬ 
tioned if it was legitimate. 
“(It was in the) local paper 
-1 thought it was an honest 
job,” she said. 

Wagner wasn’t the only 
one duped by the ad. 
Reception staff at 

Mountain View Publishing 
said the company lost $300 


when a phoney credit card 
number was used to place 
the ad. The man used an 
address from a newspaper 
in Athabasca as his own. 
After the ad was published, 
three readers called the 
paper to say they had 
applied for the job and real¬ 
ized it was a scam. 

Wagner said she will still 
use the classifieds to scan 
for jobs but will be more 
careful in the future, ignor¬ 
ing any ads that only have 


an e-mail address as con¬ 
tact information. 

“I’m happy I caught it 
when I did, but I’m disap¬ 
pointed it wasn’t a legiti¬ 
mate job," she said. 

“Watch out if (a prospec¬ 
tive employer) answers an 
e-mail and it says to do 
things in a different coun¬ 
try, cut it off right then and 
there,” advises Wagner to 
others that might head 
down a similar road. “It’s 
not legitimate."

Missing man discovered in Didsbury hotel

A man who was missing from 
Strathmore for 12 days was discov¬ 
ered in Didsbury late last week. 

“I think it’s safe to say he wasn't 
wanting people to know where he 
was while he was sorting things out," 
said Cpl. Duane White of Strathmore 
RCMP, on why the man went missing. 

Adrien Proulx, 45, was last seen at 
his home in Strathmore before he 
went missing January 4th. 

Family and friends said that it was 


unusual behaviour and were con¬ 
cerned for his well-being. Police initi¬ 
ated a search and asked the public 
for help. 

“We requested Didsbury follow up 
on a tip in the Didsbury area ... and 
they found him. It was good team¬ 
work,” said White. 

Police located Proulx in a hotel in 
town last Thursday afternoon. 
Proulx was taken to Didsbury hospi¬ 
tal for observation purposes. 

“We’re thanking the public for tips 
... it’s like a needle in a haystack 
without the public’s help," he said, 


explaining they received several tips, 
not all of which were followed up on 
before they located Proulx.

Ditched car rummaged through 

Police are warning people to take their valuables 
with them when leaving their vehicle unattended. A 
silver GMC SUV was left on the highway overnight 
on January 8 after going off the road during a storm. 
The owner of the vehicle, from Calgary, returned 
January 10 to retrieve the vehicle that was left along 
Highway 2 between Carstairs and Didsbury. 
Numerous items were taken valued at $4,800, and 
included clothing, computer accessories and jewel¬ 
ry. “If a vehicle does get stuck criminals will take 
advantage of it," warns Sgt. Jeff Jacobson. “Take 
valuables with you.” How the vehicle was broken 
into isn’t clear but a pair of pliers was located in the 
vehicle that weren’t in it before the vehicle was 
abandoned. 

Hit and run 

Police are investigating a hit and run that occurred 
across from the AG Foods in Didsbury on January 11 
between 3:50 p.m. and 4:15 p.m. The owner of a 2007 
blue Dodge Calibre parked along 20th Street and 
went inside the grocery store to pick up a few items. 
When the owner came out there was some minor 
damage to the front bumper estimated between $(500 
and $700. Police assume someone has backed into the 
vehicle. The owner noticed a blue quarter-ton truck 
was parked in front of the vehicle before going inside. 


If anyone witnessed anything police are asking them 
to come forward with information. 

Wallet nabbed from unlocked car 

A wallet was stolen from a blue Pontiac Sunfire 
sometime overnight on January 7th. The car, parked 
along the 2200 block of 7th Avenue in Didsbury was 
unlocked. Police are reminding the public not to 
leave valuables in their vehicles and to lock their 
doors. 

Policing patrols to increase 

Residents can expect to see an increase in policing 
over the next several weeks. Didsbury RUMP recent¬ 
ly secured grants from the Alberta Traffic Safety Fund 
to cover the cost of an additional 200 patrol hours to 
be used between now and the end of March. The 
patrols will lie focused specifically on traffic safety 
and enforcement and police will be patrolling roads 
between the communities of Didsbury, Carstairs and 
Cremona. 

“We want the public to make it difficult for us to 
find traffic offences. If they're out and they’re not 
wearing seatbelts, are speeding or their registration is 
not up to date, it’s more likely we’re going to come 
across them now," said Jacobson of examples of traf¬ 
fic offences.

16 to 22, a battle may be on the 
horizon over one of the last con¬ 
tentious issues surrounding 
tobacco use in Alberta. 

With the smoking in workplaces 
debate now all but settled, at 
least in this province, the issue of 
second-hand smoke in vehicles containing children is 
shaping up to be the next great tobacco fight. 

While seven provinces and two territories have 
already banned smoking in cars with children, the prac¬ 
tice is still legal in Alberta, Newfoundland and 
Labrador, Quebec, and NWT. 

The question of whether Alberta lawmakers should 
follow the lead of the other Canadian jurisdictions and 
pass non-smoking in cars legislation has been raised a 
number of times in recent years. However, to date, the 
provincial government has not officially entered the 
debate. 

Whether that situation will remain unchanged in 2011 
will probably depend a great deal on how much public 
pressure, if any, the Tories face over the issue. 

A public survey recently published in the Canadian 
Medical Association Journal found that the vast majori¬ 
ty of Canadians, including most Albertans, would sup¬ 
port making smoking in cars with kids illegal. 

“This issue has unstoppable momentum,” said Rob 
Cunningham, a senior policy analyst with the Canadian 
Cancer Society. “These laws have enormous public sup¬ 
port and they have been easily adopted with all party 
support in provincial legislatures.” 

"There is good evidence to show that children's expo¬ 
sure to second-hand smoke in cars is dangerous,” he 
added. 

Gale Foreman, a tobacco reduction specialist with 
Alberta Health in Central Alberta, has said the health 
danger to anyone, including children, in a vehicle where 
smoking is taking place is certainly substantial. 

Opponents of laws banning smoking in cars with chil¬ 
dren say the government has no place dictating the use 
of private property such as cars and trucks. 

As with other smoking debates, the issue of smoking 
in vehicles with children promises to be divisive and 
maybe even nasty in the months ahead. 

The Stelmach government was one of the last jurisdic¬ 
tions in Canada to ban smoking in public places such as 
bars and restaurants, in some cases imposing the 
provincial ban only years after some other provinces. 

Whether Alberta will end up being the last province to 
ban smoking in vehicles with children, if ever, will prob¬ 
ably depend a good deal on how much public pressure 
the Stelmach Tories are prepared to weather over the 
issue. 

Or maybe Alberta will be forced to pass legislation 
w hen multi-million dollar lawsuits start piling up from 
anti-smoking groups and children’s advocates?

Personal responsibility a solution

I read the editorial, "Time for 
action on syphilis rise", in the 
January 11,2011 Review with inter¬ 
est. 1 too am appalled by this devel¬ 
opment and agree that something 
has to be done. However I do not 
understand how the Stelmach gov¬ 
ernment can be held responsible 
for this crisis. It seems to me that 
those who insist on their right to 
promiscuous sexual behaviour are 
the ones who art* responsible. To 
make the government the scape¬ 
goat is merely avoiding the real 
problem. 

Syphilis is a sexually transmitted 
disease spread only through sexual 
intercourse.

Abstinence Before marriage and 
Complete Fidelity after. The 
Centers For Disease Control and 
Prevention state that that is still the 
only way to control and eradicate 
syphilis and most, if not all, STDs. 

I really don’t know how the 
Stelmach government can enforce 
the principles of Abstinence and 
Fidelity on us. The editorial would 
have them pour more money into 
our health-care system to pay for 
the results of the demand for irre¬ 
sponsible, selfish and destructive 
self gratification. I remember that 
action being referred to as, 


"Shutting the bam door after the 
horse has gone." 

Agency or choice has three parts:

They can hardly hide 
their excitement. 

“Hello! Are you the pho¬ 
tographer? I think I spoke 
with you yesterday ... that 
robin, it’s back!" 

It’s Ralph Worthing call¬ 
ing me early into my day to 
tell me that a robin he 
noticed perched on one of 
his backyard trees the day 
before is back. 

He couldn’t take a photo 
because the lens on the 
camera his wife uses is 
busted, so they ask me to 
come out quickly. 

“I didn’t want you to 
think 1 was pulling your 
leg," he said laughing as he 
shuffles me into his 
kitchen, and hands me a 
pair of binoculars. “Don’t 
worry about taking your 
boots off,” he said rushing 
me in towards a big win¬ 
dow at their sink. 

I don’t know much about 
birds and even less how to 
ust> a pair of binoculars. I 
look into the eye holes and 
as I’m trying to figure out 
what I’m looking at I real¬ 
ize I wouldn’t be able to tell 
if this bird was in fact a 
robin or some other bird 
sitting nearby. 

Worthing directs me 
away from the top of the 
shed I’m currently looking 
at and tells me to follow 
straight up from the fence¬ 
line. 

There on a branch is a 
puffed out bird with a 
bright red chest. As soon as 
I confirm that I see it 
Worthing and his wife 
Rosemary give me direc¬ 


tions on the best place to 
stand in the yard to get the 
shot. 

As I’m crunching through 
the yard, I’m trying to fig¬ 
ure out why a robin sight¬ 
ing is such a big deal. 

Click, click click. The 
bird’s noticed niy camera 
and me and took flight. I 
can’t tell where he’s gone 
so I go back inside where 
Rosemary is fixing break¬ 
fast and Ralph’s getting his 
glasses out so he can see 
the photos. 

I rest at their kitchen 
table and notice by the 
patio door there’s a clock 
that has a different bird 
drawn at each hour. 
There’s also a few photo¬ 
graphs of birds. One’s 
entirely blue. 

Rosemary takes the 
photo down from the wall 
and said she took the 
photo. As she’s telling me 
about her camera and 
other projects she’s done, 
Ralph tells me about the 
bird. 

The two tell me they’ve 
been watching birds for the 
last 40 years. Rosemary 
keeps a chart of all the 
birds she’s seen. last year 
she saw 103 different types 
of birds in Didsbury. 

“I’ve always been inter¬ 
ested in them. As a little 
girl I would chase them 
down, and look for their 
nests," said Rosemary who 
finds it fascinating all the 
different types she’s seen. 

She still comes across 
birds she’s never seen 
before. Last year she saw 
an American Avoeet for the 
first time. 

She takes out a photo 
album that has photos of 
birds she’s seen over the 


out one of his many bird 
books, typically flies south 
for the winter. The earliest 
the couple have spotted a 
robin before this, is in 
March. The two are wor¬ 
ried he won’t make it until 
spring. 

“That robin is a little 
mixed up," explains Ralph. 

He’s not the only robin 
hanging around in Alberta 
during this winter. 
Sightings of the bird 
around Nanton as well as 
around the Rosebud area 
have been reported to the 
Alberta Institute for 
Wildlife Conservation. 

“Robins are a migratory 
species so no, they’re not 
supposed to be here during 
the winter months ... I’m 
not sure what’s going on," 
said Tara Tamasi, execu¬ 
tive director for wildlife 
care. She said there were a 
few last year but there 
seems to be more sticking 
around this year. 

“I wouldn’t say that 
they’re prepared but more 
of the concern is their food 
source; I’m not sure what 
these robins are eating to 
survive," she said. She said 
it would be helpful for peo¬ 
ple to count the birds but 
without tagging the animal, 
it’d be hard to get a proper 
count. 

She said one reason for 
their stay could be that 
more people are feeding 
the birds. 

“Could be that the perma¬ 
nent population is expand¬ 
ing slowly to the east,” she 
said, adding that the interi¬ 
or of the west coast of 
British Columbia is a per¬ 
manent location for robins. 

The Worthings don’t 
know what to think either.

They wonder if the robin 
was young when winter 
first hit and if it got left 
behind. Rosemary has been 
making bird food from 
scraps around the kitchen 
including peanut butter, 
seeds and bacon fat. She 
said she has to refill the 
container about once a 
week. Other birds that 
stick around for the winter 
have been nibbling off it as 
well. They just hope the 
robin will still be around in 
spring.

Cars! airs native Ryan 
llarty traded sand for rocks 
over the weekend when he 
flew in from Los Angeles to 
represent the Orange 
County Curling Club during 
the Carstairs men’s bon- 
spiel. 

Marty, who graduated 
from Hugh Sutherland 
School in 1996, has since 
found his way to southern 
California where in the last 
couple of years curling has 
rocketed in popularity. 

“It started to get big 
about five years ago, 
before that there were no 
clubs in southern 
California," said Mark 
Piskura one of three team¬ 
mates that travelled to 
Carstairs for the weekend 
to play in the spiel. Piskura 
and the other teammates, 
Colin Lindberg and Evan 
Harder, said this weekend 
marked one year exactly 
since they took up the 
sport. Between the three of 
them they were able to list 
off close to seven clubs 
that have since cropped up 
from Hollywood to San 
Francisco and Oakland to 
name a few. Last week 
their club hosted a begin¬ 
ner session and drew 74 
people. During the 


Olympics the curling fever 
heightened and they had to 
turn people away from the 
club because they didn’t 
have enough room, 
explained the teammates 
as examples of the growing 
interest. 

But with the sport still in 
its infancy in sunny 
California, the OC team 
jumped at the chance to 
play the sport in a country 
that’s known for the 
sport. 

“It was a great experi¬ 
ence to play on dedicated 
ice and to play in Canada 
where the sport was per¬ 
fected,” said Lindberg. 

The men explained their 
club practises on a hockey 
rink. There are four sheets 
roughly made and the 
guidelines are painted so 
you can see the house, but 
they’re not filled in. There 
aren’t hacks in place. 
Instead the club has to 
come in and freeze tempo¬ 
rary hacks into the surface 
and they have to pack the 
ice and coat the rocks to 
make a bed, they explain. 

Because of the work and 
time it takes to get the 
sheets ready, the only prac¬ 
tice time they get in is 
Saturday nights at 8. 

“It’s one of those things 
where it took me 27 years 
to find something like this. 


On Saturday nights, the 
only thing that exists is 
curling. It’s as though 
everything else becomes 
black ... like being in outer 
space," said Lindberg. 

“I really appreciate the 
tradition behind it and the 
etiquette that comes with 
the game," said Piskura of 
what draws him to the 
sport. Me said there is a 
strong bond between 
curlers at the club and a 
great sense of community 
has evolved. Parents and 
children will come to the 
club to watch them play 
and after the game an old 
dive bar nearby the rink is 
almost always full of mem¬ 
bers and friends. 

“It’s also a sport that you 
can start at five and play 
until you’re 85,” he added, 
loving the fact he’ll be able 
to improve and continue 
with the sport forever. 

The guys, who came to 
Alberta just for the event, 
didn’t place but played 
three games before getting 
bumped from the tourna¬ 
ment. 

“This is the furthest 
north, and the coldest 
place I’ve travelled to, but 
the experience was worth 
it,” said Piskura, who said 
if he has the chance, he’ll 
be coming back next 
year.
